MONTANA. 
A New Tract Lad Out im the Western 
Hills. 


ment and settlement of the western suburbs, 
on the seventy hills, that it is a difficult matter 
to keep in mind. A man who made a trip on 
one of the cable lines a month ago, and noted 
the status of affairs, has no adequate idea of 
what it is today. A half-dozen new tracts are 
probably in the market, new streets have been 
opened and graded, a score of buildings have 
been completed and another score com- 
menced; where there was a vacant lot on the 
corner now stands a grocery store, doing busi- 
ness, and a few real-estate offices have been 
opened up across the way. And so it goes. 
There is hardly anything to equal it in the 
annals of city building, unless it be the 
development of a mining camp in time of a 
great rush. 


In company with Georgew. King a reporter of 
THe Times took a drive out Temple street last 
Friday and visited the Montana tract, which 
was lately purchased by a syndicate and which 
will shortly opened for settlement. The 
| syndicate composed of George W. King, 
Wills, Thos. Kelly,and Mr. 
Fudickar._ 
Messrs. Glassell and Beaudry 100 acres of land, 
adjoining the Angelefio Heights on the north- 
west, and extending across a series of hills and 
little valléys. The situation is very delightful. 
The more elevated portions of the tract com- 
mand a wide sweep of , while all are high, 
us oom with the datum plane of the city. 
‘The soil adohe, as is the case with most 
-of the hill lands, but an alluvium easily pulver- 
ized and véry productive. Portions of the tract 
are now ogcupied by Chinese gardens in full 
productiveness. The Mongols seek these hill 
locations for their winter gardens beca 
they here escape damaging frosts. The 
porter saw ficlds of cabbages about matured 
and ready for market, onions, lettuce, peas 
in bloom, and a whole round of garden truck. 
flourishing with the exuberance of midsum- 
mer. The canal and reservoir ditch, which 
runs through the track, furnishee water fer 
irrigation: 

The owners of the Montana tract have al- 
ready graded a broad thoroughfare, leading 
northeast from Temple street, and which, for 
a part of its length, bears the name of Lagu- 
na and for a part Montana avenue. Plank 
sidewalks gre being laid along the avenue 
from Temple street through the tract. The 
street aligns Reservoir No. 6 a 
part of the way. This = reservoir 
is to be improved .as a feature of a 
park yet to be, similar to the Second-street 
Park. The zanja, which supplies the reser- 
voir, is to be piped. 

The Montana tract is only a mile and a halt 
from the site of the new courthouse, and a few 


The means of communication areto be abun 
dant,quick and satisfactory. The Temple-street 
cable takes passengers within a balf mile of 
the truot on the southwest, and this distance | 
is to be spanned by a horse-car line running | 
across the tract from Temple street. 

The new Ostrich Farm Dummy Line will 
cross the tract north and south. In passing, 
it may be stated that this line is now a cer- 
tainty, as M. L. Wicks has entered 
into «a contract to build it, and 
has already commenced work. A borse- 
car line will carry passengers from the 
plaza, on Main street, out as far as the Sisters’ 
Hospital, where the dummy line commences, 
extending four miles to the Ostrich farm.

Mr. Wieks has entered into a contract to sup | 
ply the tract with water from the Citizens’ 
Company's system. Water can be obtained on 
the tract. also in wells at a moderate depth.

A COMPLETE SYSTEM OF ELEC- 
WORKS,

Los Angeles is One of the Best 
Lighted Cities in the United States 
—Detailed Description of the Elec- 
tric Light Works. 


The Electric Light works were 1 * 
lished in 1882 and began the contract of 
lighting the streets January 1, 1883. 
The generating works are located, on 


Part | the corner of Alameda and Banning| 


streets. The plant consists of one Cor- 
liss engine, cylinder 18x42 inches, and 
one 16-foot wheel, with a 32-inch rim, 
weighing 11 tons, made by Hinkley, 
Spier & Hayes, of San Francisco. The 
second engine has a cylinder 14x20 
inches, with two driving-wheels, ea 

10 feet in diameter, and 14-inch face or 
rim. Each of these wheels weighs five 
tons. Thethird engine has a cylinder 
12x16 inches, and one driving-wheel 
that has a 12-inch rim. There are four 


Fort | boilers, each 16 feet long, and 54 inches 


in diameter. There is also one Leffing- 
well heater and water purifier. There 
are two No. 8 dynamos of 3000 candle- 
power each, and each capable of driv- 
ing 40 masts or 80 lamps. There are 
three No. 8 Brush dynamos, each capa- 
ble of driving 65 masts or 195 lamps. 
The big belt on the Corliss engine is 
86 inches wide, 160 feet long, and 
weighs about a ton. 

There are two mast cireuits in the 

city. One is known as the north cir- 
cu t. and the other as the south cir- 
cuit.’ There are 31 miles of wire. 
these mast circuits there are 15 masts 
each 150 feet high, carrying three 
lamps each of 3000 candle-power, or 9000 
candle-power on each mast. There are 
two masts on this same circuit, each 
150 feet high, carrying four lamps of 
3000 candle-power each or 12,000 candle 
power for each mast. 

There are 19 60-foot masts, each car- 
rying one lamp of 8,000 candle-power;. 

a total of 72 lamps of 216.000 candle- 
power, with which the city is lighted at 
public expense. 

The city has ordered two more masts 
and.will have six or seven more erected 
shortly. There are also three other 
circuits for private. onde The first 
runs till 12 o’clock midn ht, for hotels, 
saloons, restaurants, — other 
two circnits are known as the “mer- 
chants,” and run week-day nights till 
90 ‘clock, except Saturday, when they 
are continued till 10:30 p.m. On these 
three circuits there are at present 200 
lamps of 2000 candle-power each. The 
city now pays 620.000 per annum for its 
electric lights. Store lights cost $5 per 
week, on the midnight circuit, and 
$3.50 per week on the 9 o'clock circuit.

Observations on the Past — Sugges- 
tions for the Fut 

The Queen City of Southern California 
boasts of only one regularly appointed 
theater, the Grand Opera House, which was 
opened May 27, 1884,.and is owned by one 
of the wealthiest of our citizens. There are 
besides a few halls where dramatic perform- 
ances sometimes take place, but practically 
we have but one theater at present. 

In reviewing the dramatic events of the 
past year in Los Angeles it becomes at once 
evident that we have passed a turning point 
in our ability to support the best class of 
amusements. The companies which have 
presented their attractions here have, in 
every case where they were worthy, been 
so well remunerated for their trouble that 
they will be willing and — to come again. 
Meanwhile the reputation of our city, 
with its growing population and increasing

8 architectural beauty has had 
somewhat recent introduction into this 
section of the State. The transition 
period, from the old, gray and thick- 
walled adobe, with its red-tiled roof 
and almost windowless sides, to the 
grand and imposingly beautiful man- 
sion, has been long, and has witnessed 
many intermediate effects. The first

or more, front. The - grounds are

Nowhere within the Union can wealth 
make a home surrounded with beauty 
and tropical gro owth so speedily as in 
Southern California. Capital has be- 
come aware of this fact, and has not 
delayed to take advantage of it, and 
there will be henceforth a far more 
rapid multiplication of costly, first- 
class residences than there has been at 
any period in the past history of our 
rapid growth. | 

MORE MODEST, BUT STILL FINE. 

Any number of residences of the sec- 
ond class may be found in and about 
the city. They are owned by business 
men possessing a generous competency, 
but who yet do not lay claim to great 
wealth. These, with surroundings, 
cost from $8000 to $10,000 or $15,000, 
The. grounds are usually ample, 
and are laid out in green lawns, 
with flower beds dnd fruit gar- 
dens.
